Investigation by a coroner’s jury, 
which last eight Tendered a verdict 
cf murder and suicide, disclosed that 
for six months Miss Polk had been 
stealing from her home, dressed as 
a man, and visiting Dr. Stringer in 
his office. 
Dr. Stringer went to New Orleans 
early last week and returned 
home 
Saturday. In his 
absence his wife, 
who had some suspicions, interview­ 
ed Miss Polk, who denied any rela­ 
tions with Dr. Stringer other than 
casual friendship. It also was brought 
cut that Dr. Stringer recently had be­ 
come jealous of Miss Polk.

William Cheney Ellis, Once Wealthy 
Leather Merchant, Sentenced 
to Fifteen Years in 
Penitentiary. 
^ 


C hkago, March 16.—Judge Adelor 
J. Petit, in sentencing William Che­ 
ney Ellis, the once wealthy Cincinnati 
leather merchant, to fifteen years in 
the penitentiary for the murder of his 
wife. Saturday, delivered an address 
nom the bench in which he indicated 
his opinion, that the light penalty im­ 
posed on the murderer was a mis­ 
carriage of justice. 
The court particularly blamed Dr. 
Thomas Hogan, the court jail physi­ 
cian. who* testifying as an expert, de­ 
clared Ellis was insane. 
The state’s 
attorney was asked to make nu inves­ 
tigation of Hogan’s conduct not only’ 
in the Ellis case, but in others. 
Assistant State’s Attorney Malate 
scored Attorney George Dennis, who 
I©presented Ellis, for withdrawing a 
motion for a new trial. 
The proseeti- 
I 
tor intimated Dennis had withdrawn 
the motion because he had no faith 
in the testimony that Ellis Was in­ 
sane. given by his own coperta. 
“Dr. Hogan has testified 'continu­ 
ally against the state,” Judge Petit 
Said. “Two friends of the court have 
informed me that Hogan tot I them 
Ellis was sane. 
This same doctor 
has testified against the state in two 
other cases at which I have presided. 
He is unlit for the county service.’’ 
Iii reply to the judge’s remarks, 
Dr. Hogan said: 
“In the first place 
I went into court under subpoena and 
was sworn to tell the truth, and not 
to help the prosecution or the de­ 
fense. 
It was Assistant State’s At­ 
torney Malato’s duty to examine the 
jail physician in regard to Ellis. 
“No man has a better opportunity 
to study a man than one who sees 
him day after day. I am employed by 
the county to take care of prisoners 
and not to persecute them. 
“In reply to Judge Petit's state­ 
ment that I believed Ellis was sane 
at the time he committed the crime. 
I can onjv say that I never stated 
that Ellis was not insane at the time 
uI the crime.”

Th© Baptists ha\e Stuart 
for 
this 
throughout all ages, 
j 
Th© first person in modern Chris- 
• tendom to assert in its plenitude the 
j doctrine of the liberty of conscience. 
the equality of opinion before the law, 
according 
to 
Bancroft 
and 
Judge 
Story, was Roger Williams, a Bap­ 
tist. 
Roger Williams did not merely 
lay the foundation of religious free­ 
dom, he constructed the whole edi­ 
fice, in all its impregnable strength 
and in all of its imperishable beauty. 
Third, I am a Baptist because I ac­ 
cept, without reserve, the doctrine 
that the church is designed to be a 
spiritual body made up of believers 
only. 


Christ demands that we make dis­ 
ciples before baptizing them, and that 
people believe and thus become dis­ 
ciples before being baptized and be­ 
come members of the church. 
Baptizing is not the means of mak­ 
ing, but of marking Christians. Join­ 
ing the church does not constitute 
one a Christian, but only classifies 
him as such. 
1. 
Baptists will baptize none other 
than believers; by no means infants, 
who may never become Christians * 
at all, or, if they do. should then have 
the privilege of being baptized for \ 
themselves. 
As the Bible ♦•..quires 
that faith precede baptism, and as 
infants cannot believe, 
fidelity 
re­ 
quires them to resist all such depart­ 
ures from th© Biblical noun and vio­ 
lation of the Biblical instruction. The 
voluntary principle iii 
religion 
re­ 
quires each one to choose for him­ 
self and obey for himself. 
2. 
Baptists will not accept any of 
the changes made in the form of the 
initial rite of baptism because they 
say they have no right to make any 
change. 
They say it both destroys j 
their strict obedience to the authori- { 
tative word and impairs the spiriual} 
character of the church. 
They say 
that as all the Greek dictionaries, and 
all the best scholars of all denomina­ 
tions affirm that Christ and His dis­ 
ciples used the word which means 
immerse and never 
used 
the 
well 
known words which mean sprinkle 
and pour. Baptists do not feel permit­ 
ted of Him who gave us the com­ 
mand to make any changes in it ot­ 
to accept the changes made by others. 
A few words from Dean Stanley 
will sum up the testimony of hun­ 
dreds of Pado-Baptlst scholars; 
For the first thirteen centuries the 
almost universal practice of baptism 
was that which we read in the New’ 
Testament, and which is th© very 
meaning of the word baptize, that* 
thoso 
who 
were 
baptized 
were 
plunged, submerged, immersed into 
the water. 
There can be no question 
that original form—the very meaning 
Ot' the word—was complete immer­ 
sion in the deep baptismal waters, 
and that for the first four centuries 
any other form was either unknown 
or regarded, unless as an exception­ 
al, • almost 
monstrous 
case. 
The 
change from immersion to sprinkling 
has set aside the larger part of the 
apostolic language regarding baptism 
and has altered the very meaning of 
the 
word. 
The 
substitution 
of 
sprinkling for immersion, to litany at 
tho time and to the Baptists now*, 
have seemed the greatest and most 
dangerous innovation. 
3. 
Baptists 
contend 
that 
when 
baptism and the Lords supper are 
not preserved in their righ relation 
it destroys the spirituality 
of 
the 
church. 
The Bible fixes bapt bm be­ 
fore the supper. 
All denominations 
ar© agreed as to this. 
All denomina­ 
tions are close communionists, since 
none of them invite to the supper un­ 
believers or persons who have not 
been baptized according to their con­ 
ception of baptism. Baptists **ay that 
immersion only is baptism. 
The di­ 
vergence of Baptists from other de­ 
nominations is not at the Lord’s table 
but at the baptismal font. 
Fifth, I am a Baptist because I ac­ 
cept the Baptist distinction that all 
member* have equal privileges in the 
church. 
Sixth, I am a Baptist because I be­ 
lieve in a free church in a free state. 
I do not believe in the right of any 
religious body to levy a state tax up­ 
on the members of other denomina­ 
tions to secure money with which to 
maintain their church. 
I believe in 
absolute freedom and equality in this 
matter. 
Seventh, I am a Baptist because of 
their honored history and their splen­ 
did contribution to the progress of 
the world.
